Today 
Viet Cong-held POWs Freed 


Glower Gets Strong 
Open Meeting Law 
Passed in Senate 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) —Senatorswho sponsored 


the open meetings bill in the upper chamber are 
optimistic that Senate changes in the measure 
will be accepted by the House. 


"I've talked with both Speaker Price Daniel 


Jr. and Rep. Carl Parker, D-Port Arthur (the 
House sponsor) and they both seemed happy," 
said Sen. Ron Clower, D-Dallas. "I think they 
should be happy because we are sending back 
the House a stronger bill than they sent us." 


Clower and Sen. Chet Brooks, D-Pasadena, 


both made floor amendments in the measure 
Wednesday that they said strengthened its aims 
to open more meetings of governmental bodies to 
the public. 


The bill, which was the first of Speaker 


Daniel's so-called reform bills to pass the 
Senate, was approved 29-1 Wednesday by the 
Senate. Sen. Bill Moore, D-Bryan, was the sole 
dissenter. 


Glower's floor amendment replaced one made 


in committee by Sen. Jack Ogg, D-Houston, 
which would allow secret meeting of govern- 
mental bodies to discuss "possible avoidance of 
litigation." 


Clower's amendment 
said 
that "private 


consultations between a governmental body and 
its attorney are not permitted except in those 
instances in which the body seeks the attorney's 
advice with respect to pending or contemplated 
litigation, settlement offers, and matters where 
the duty of a public body's consel to his client 
pursuant to the rules and canons of the State Bar 
of Texas, clearly conflicts with this act." 


Brooks, Senate sponsor of the bill, offered the 


floor amendment that would replace one at- 
tached in Senate committee at the request of 
University of Texas regent Frank Erwin. The 
committee amendment would permit closed 
door sessions when the "sale, exchange, lease or 
value of real property, negotiated contracts or 
prospective gifts or donations to the state or 
governmental body" are discussed. 


Brooks amendment says that "the public may 


be excluded from that portion of a meeting 
during which a discussion is had with respect to 
the purchase, exchange, lease or value of real 
property, negotiated contracts for prospective 
gifts or donations to the state or the govern- 
mental body when such discussions would have a 
detrimental effect on the negotiating position of 
the governmental body as between such body 
and a third person, firm or corporation." 


Brooks also attached floor amendments that 


would specifically exclude the public from 
personal interviews of prison inmates and their 
relatives with the State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles and sessions in which persons were 
applying for early retirement from a govern- 
mental job because of physical or mental 
disabilities.

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — A group car insurance 


bill, promoted as a means of saving 8 to 25 per 
cent for policyholders, gets a final House vote 
today. 


Senators scheduled a morning session that 


could include action on bills moving party pri- 
mary elections from spring to late summer and 
giving 18-year-olds full adult rights.

Clark, D-Houston, won easy 


preliminary approval Wednesday of his bill 
allowing group car insurance in Texas. 


A key vote for Clark, an officer of the In- 


ternational Longshoremen's Association, came 
on an amendment by Rep. Frank Calhoun, D- 
Abilene. Calhoun wanted to bar the use of group 
insurance as a subject for labor-management 
negotiations. 


Calhoun called the bill a potential "club to beat 


an employer over the head with." His amend- 
ment was tabled, 75-53.

Kay Russell and His Family Never Doubted He'd Be Home

During the nearly six years 


Cmdr. Kay Russell was held 
prisoner by the North Viet- 
namese, he—like his family— 
never doubted he would even- 
tually return home. 


"There was no question in my 


mind that eventually we'd get 
back," said Cmdr. Russell in a 
telephone interview with The 
Daily Sun from San Diego, Calif. 
"I don't think there were any of 
us up there who ever lost faith in 
our country and the president, 
that he would get us out of there." 


His family, too, always talked 


of the day "when Kay gets back." 


The 
Russells' 
faith 
was 


rewarded March 7, when Cmdr. 
Russell, in the second group of 
prisoners released by the North 
Vietnamese, stepped off the 
plane in San Diego. 


His mother, Mrs. Gertrude 


Russell of Corsicana, was in San 
Diego with her other son, Charles 


Russell of Andrews. 


"CHARLES 
SAID 
HE 


GUESSED one of the biggest 
thrills for him was when they 
called Kay's name and he began 
stepping off the plane," Mrs. 
Russell recalled of the event. "He 
said cold chills just went up and 
down his spine. And I felt the 
same way. Then when he began 
to speak, it was almost more than 
you could take." 


Cmdr. Russell will not discuss 


circumstances of his capture or 
the daily routine of his life in 
North Vietnam. He says only that 
he was "captured immediately" 
when he plane went down, May 
17, 1967, and that he stayed in 
Hanoi "some of the time." 


"These are questions I don't 


feel we should answer until this 
next group gets out," he ex- 
plained softly. 


Of news from the United States, 


Cmdr. Russell said, "We got the 
North Vietnamese version of 


some of the things that were 
going on, usually the anti-war 
picture." 


He indicated, however, that the 


men found ways to keep active 
during their captivity. He spoke 
of a choir he and some of the 
other 
men 
formed 
around 


Christmas in 1970. 


"We started doing 
some 


singing then," he said, "and 
continued it the rest of the time 
we were there. I served as the 
choir director." 


RUSSELL'S CHOIR ranged 


from eight to 17 men during those 
two years. They sang Christmas 
songs at the beginning, he said, 
and continued by singing at their 
regular church services, where 
one man acted as chaplain. 


Mrs. Russell spoke of informal 


classes her son and the other men 
organized. She said one man, an 
English major, gave lessons from 
the Greek classics to the Can- 
terbury Tales. Laughing, she 


recalled her son told her he 
"never realized those stories 
were risque." She said her son, 
interested in music since his 
school days in Corsicana, had 
talked to the men about the 
history of music and had given a 
music appreciation class. 


"So it wasn't all just hum-drum 


and boredom," said Mrs. Russell. 
"They were able to do a little 
something and keep their minds 
active." 


Cmdr. Russell's wife feels her 


family's adjustment to the 
returning husband, father, and 
son has been exceptionally easy. 


"It's great to have him home," 


said Mrs. Russell. "I think the 
adjustment was really very, very 
easy. I don't feel he's changed a 
whole lot. I think he's basically 
the same person he was before. 
He's very trim." 


"I'VE BEEN TRYING TO 


TELL his wife he looks just like 
he did 
in high school and 


college," 
added 
the 
com- 


mander's mother. 


Mrs. Russell feels the ad- 


justment has also been easy for 
their two children, Todd, 12 and 
Tracy 11. "Todd remembered his 
dad," she said, "and Tracy 
remembered things they had 
done, and I think they feel right at 
home with him. It wasn't a dif- 
ficult adjustment at all," she 
said, "and from the other men 
I've talked to, I think their ad- 
justments have been quite easy, 
too. It's really been much easier 
than a person would ever think." 


Cmdr. Russell feels that the 


changes in United States life 
since he left in 1966 have not been 
too difficult to accept. 


"I think, out here anyhow, that 


people are just living a little more 
comfortably," he said, "as far as 
the dress they wear, it just seems 
to be a little more informal. We 
had seen some evidences of this," 
he said in reference to the styles, 
"some pictures, and some of the 


later shoot-downs talked about 
the long hair and mustaches. It's 
not quite as shocking to me as I 
thought it was going to be before I 
got back. I think I'm getting 
rather accustomed to it." 


He paused, then added, "I 


might even try letting my hair 
grow a little bit longer." 


RUSSELL SAID HIS HEALTH 


is generally good. He underwent 
hernia surgery last week, and 
will have some dental work and 
practice deep-breathing exer- 
cises. 


Russell said he plans to stay in 


the Navy but does not yet know if 
he will remain in San Diego. "My 
eventual aspirations," he said, 
"are to go back to school and get 
a doctorate in the field of history, 
political science or international 
relations—something along those 
lines. I would like to use that in 
the Navy, and then when I retire 


from the Navy I would like to 
teach at a college or university." 


Right now, though, the Russells 


are relaxing. Cmdr. Russell and 
his wife are leaving for Hawaii 
next week, and on their return he 
plans to take his son to New York 
for the opening game of the New 
York Mets. The family plans a 
trip to Corsicana this summer, 
when the children are out of 
school. 


So with the fanfare of being a 


returning POW taking a back 
seat now, the Russells of San 
Diego are concentrating on their 
home life. 


"One of the things I have en- 


joyed the most," said the Com- 
mander's mother, "is hearing 
him get back to the piano. He's 
always done the classics, and 
that's what I enjoy. You can tell 
he's out of practice," she said 
with a mother's concern, "but 
he's doing real well."

completion after "bogging down" 
several times over the past six 
years. 


Financed by a $144,000 loan 


from 
the 
Farmers 
Home 


Administration, the system will 
serve more than 125 rural homes 
along 32 miles of lines. 


Willie Jurik, president of the 


board of the Rural 
Bardwell 


Water Supply Corp., 
began 


working on the project in 1967. 
The corporation's 
first ap- 


plication for a loan was rejected 
because there were not enough 
customers per mile of pipe. 


"We started all over and went 


back to FHA and didn't expand as 
far," Jurik said. "We more or 
less stayed around Bardwell." 


A second request was also 


turned down because the Texas 
Water Quality Board found the 
well water unable 
to meet 


minimum standards. After the 
Bardwell corporation convinced 
the board the well water was the 
only water available, the loan 
was approved. 


Many other towns in the area 


have had similar 
problems 


getting their well water approved 
because of the mineral content of 
the water. The Water Quality 
Board has approved the systems, 
however, since no surface water 
is available for small towns. 


All the water 
rights 
from 


Bardwell Reservoir have been 
bought 
by 
Knnis 
and 


Waxahachie, leaving wells as the 
only source of water for smaller 
towns and rural areas. 


The Bardwell group bought an 


existing well and installed a new 
$8,000 pump which is capable of 
puinping 72 gallons per minute, 


Jurik said. 


The distribution system is 


costing $122,000 to install. The 
contractor began putting in the 
lines about four weeks ago and 
work has been hampered by 
recent rains. Hopefully, water 
service will be available to some 
homes within three weeks, Jurik 
said. 


A cooperative agreement has 


been made with the city of 
Bardwell so that both systems 
can 
rely 
on each 
other in 


emergencies, according to Jurik. 
The rural system completely 
encircles Bardwell and connects 
to the city lines on the north and 
south sides of the town. 


The contractor has nearly 


completed placement of the main 
lines and will soon be installing 
meters. Jurik said each customer 
will be responsible for the in- 
stallation of service lines to their 
homes. 


The corporation started with 


100 members and has already 
expanded to about 125, he said. 
About 175 customers are all the 
system can handle. 


Late subscribers are finding it 


a bit more costly to get water 
service, since the original deposit 
of $50 has been increased to $150. 


The Avalon community 
six 


miles west of Bardwell has just 
begun 
the 
long ordeal of 


establishing a similar system.

former Harris County Sheriff 
C.V. 
"Buster" Kern $25,500 for 


the nine months William Whirl 
hopped around the county jail 
on one leg when he should have 
been home free. 


Now, 
with the help of federal 


funds, the criminal justice sys- 
tem here is making sure that 
people like Whirl get a faster 
trial, are released when their 
time is up, do not dlog the jails 
awaiting trial and stay on the 
straight path if put on proba- 
tion. 


Whirl, 50, was arrested back 


in 19G2 on burglary charges. 
His artificial leg was 
taken 


from him when he was jailed. 
Two months later his case was 
dismissed, 
but somehow 
the 


word never got to the county 
jail 
until nine months 
later 


when a lawyer talking to anoth- 
er prisoner heard about Whirl. 


In 1970, a jury awarded Whirl 


$25,500 
for 
his 
illegal 
in- 


carceration, which Kern had to 
pay. 


Whirl's case was one of the 


more spectacular ones in a 
statewide criminal justice sys- 
tem that had seen little change 
since 18.36. Counties spent mil- 
lions of dollars keeping men in 
jail for years awaiting trial, 
cases set for trial got lost in 
the maze of paperwork, judges 
found themselves swamped by 
administrative tasks and thou- 
sands of families turned to wel- 
fare while breadwinners await- 
ed their day in court. 


Two years ago Harris County 


started a major reform of its 
courts. With some $4 million in 
federal 
funds 
channeled 


throughthe Governor's Criminal 
Justice Council, the county re- 
ports these results: 


—The courts disposed of 24 


per cent more indictments in 
1972 
than 
during 
previous 


years. 


—Time from arrest to in- 


dictment was cut from three to 
four months to 30 days at most. 


The county 
jail 
population 


dropped 25 per cent in nine 
months. 


The reform started in June 


1970 with a grant to the district 
attorney's office to screen weak 
or inconsequential cases. 


Dist. Atty. Carrol Vance now 


has lawyers working 24 hours a 
day at the Houston police sta- 
tion reviewing every case com- 
ing into the system. 


"This way we knock the bad 


cases out of the system and let 
us concentrate on the more 
serious cases," Vance said. 


Harris County used two meth- 


ods—special judges and better 
court administration—to reduce 
the year and a half between ar- 
rest and trial. 


"Starting on April 3, 1972, we 


funded two jail courts," Vance 
said. "We call them jail courts 
because they exclusively handle 
cases of people who are in jail 
awaiting trial. They're staffed 
with retired judges or visiting 
judges, so it really doesn't cost 
that much. 


Vance said each of the 10 


criminal district courts in Har- 
ris County usually 
has 
five 


cases set each day. Not all are 
ready to go to trial but if more 
than one is, then the overflow 
is transferred 
to the 
annex 


courts. 


"Under an ideal criminal jus- 


tice system with an arrest to- 
day you should have a person 
arraigned in two days and set 
the trial 35 to 45 days later," 
Vance said. "Now we're down 
to around four months. We feel 
like we're making progress but 
we're still a long way from the 
way we should be. A speedy 
trial does have as much effect 
in deterring crime as the pun- 
ishment itself." 


Harris County in December 


1971 
hired court coordinators 


for each criminal district court. 


The coordinators do vital task 


of making sure that cases are 
set for trial, witnesses notified, 
lawyers told that their clients 
are scheduled for trial and de- 
fendants on bond told of the 
setting. 


All of this had been done by 


various persons and agencies, 
including the district attorney's 
office 
and 
the judges them- 


selves. Now the judges can con- 
centrate on the law, 
Vance 


said. 


To help the courts, district at- 


torney, jails, judges and coor- 
dinators keep track of the huge 
caseload—and 
to make sure 


that no more William Whirls 
spend months in jail—a com- 
puter program was started to 
process people who run afoul of 
the law. 


While the courts reduced the 


jail population from one end, 
the county's pre-trial release 
program worked from the oth- 
er.

Get Ready 
For Cold Spell

Whatever 
kind 
of weather 


surrounds you as you read this, 
be assured that we're going to 
have one more bad siege this 
spring. 


Everybody's 
grandmother 


calls it "The Easter Spell." 


It was such a certainty and 


the prediction was done with 
such authority that it was easy 
to become confused and believe 
that your grandmother, not God 
or the weatherman, ordered the 
elements to perform to her will. 


The cold season has been a 


bad one this year, and you can 
just prepare 
for more 
until 


April 22, which is the date of 
Easter this year. 


That 
seems late 
for bad 


weather. But so did April 2 
which was Easter last year. 


But 
look what 
happened 


about two to four days before 
Easter in 1972. Temperatures 
dropped to the 'teens in the 
Panhandle and were low every- 
where. Snows of 2 to 7 inches 
blanketed 
the Southern High 


Plains. 


And tornadoes inflicted heavy 


damage to the Lufkin area, in- 
juring at least 15 persons, tear- 
ing up eight miles of valuable 
East Texas forest and caused 
at least $2.5 million in damage 
to houses and mobile homes. 


The cold weather just about 


got the peach crop. 


When grandmother makes a 


pronouncement 
about 
the 


weather, everybody had better 
listen. After all, by the defini- 
tion of the word grandmother 
you know she has had more ex- 
perience than mere fathers and 
mothers and children. 


Besides, she is smarter than 


her 
offspring 
because 
she 


knows how to cook cookies and 
fry chicken better than anyone. 


Easter is one of those histori- 


cal 
dates 
like Thanksgiving 


that pays very little attention to 
the calendar. It is done by as- 
tronomical formula. 


The varying date for Easter 


was decreed by the Nicene 
Council in the year 325. 


The council was called by 


Emperor Constantine to settle 
some theological questions and 
resulted in the brief 
Nicene 


Creed concerning the relation 
between God and Christ. The 
creed has been authoritative 
for most Christians since. 


The formula decreed for de- 


termining the date of Easter is 
the first Sunday after the first 
full moon after March 21. 


The latest Easter can occur 


is April 25. 


Easter will fall on April 22 


again in 1984, while the 21st 
century will begin with Easter 
falling on April 23. 


While 
grandma 
had 
her 


weather facts, so did grandpa 
and as expected he was more 
materialistic. 


Everyone's grandfather look- 


ed to the mesquites to deter- 
mine when spring had arrived. 


The rule is that the wily, 


hardy mesquite will never be- 
gin to bud until spring arrives 
and the last freeze is history. 


That didn't work out on the 


South Plains last year, which 
may 
make 
grandmother's 


weather sense more reliable. 
And an oldtimer around Lub- 
bock recalls one other time 
when mesquites got nipped. 


But she couldn't remember 


the date it was so long ago. 
Neither did the cold kill the 
mesquites, worse luck. 


Some farmers decide when it 


is safe to plant certain crops by 
using the mesquite tradition. Of 
course, by the time the seed 
sprout it is a pretty safe bet it 
will be warm enough for the 
plantings to survive. 


Last year, when mesquites 


budded, meteorologist Oliver H. 
Newton of the National Weath- 
er Service at Lubbock com- 
mented, "I wouldn't say the 
mesquite 
is clairvoyant and 


can't be fooled, but the theory 
about the mesquite is well en- 
trenched. However, it is neces- 
sary to watch the calendar and 
consider the normal freeze-free 
date." 


So if you haven't got a mes- 


quite, get one. It's a fair weath- 
er indicator. 


In the interview with mete- 


orologist Newton, Inland Boyd 
of the Lubbock Avalanche-Jour- 
nal dug up the fact that a 
clump of mesquites once was 
quite an asset to Lubbock Coun- 
ty although today farmers and 
ranchers fight this brush worse 
than sin. 


In the 1890s, land salesmen 


were telling prospective buyers 
that Lubbock County was better 
than other South Plains areas 
because it had 
a 
mesquite 


thicket on the eastern edge. 


The salesmen told customers 


that the thicket was a 
fine 


source of fence posts and fire- 
wood.
